LONDON, Dec. 16—The Labor 
‘amendment to the address. sceking 
to condemn the British Government's 
Egyptian and Russian policy was de- 
feated in the House of Commons 
last night by 363 to 132 votes. 

In the course of the debate, Austen 
Chamberlain, Foreign Minister, gave 
a general indication of the British 
Government's foreign policy, but de- 
clined to discuss either the peace 
protocol or interallied debts. In re- 
gard to the protocol, there is to. be no 
statement of British views until the 
matter has been fully discussed with 
the Dominions. The question of in- 
terallied debts is to be left to Win- 
ston Churchill to deal with. 

Concerning the League of Nations 
generally, the British Government 
attaches so much importance to its 
functions that the Foreign Secretary 
is, aS a general rule. to attend the 
Council. It is not wise, however, 
Mr. Chamberlain pointed out. for the! 
League's friends to endeavor to put 
more upon the League than it is able 
so early in its career to bear. 

League’s Infinite Possibilities 

He saw jn it, nevertheless, infinite 
possibilities, which should be devel- 
oped gradually to the utmost. 

He dwelt on the pacific character 
of his own Paris and Rome missions, 
but indicated that his discussions 
with the French and Italian states 
men had been confined, so far as spe- 
cific questions were concerned, to 
endeavors, largely successful, to 
eliminate those small matters which 
might otherwise have been friction 
points. 

Referring to Egypt, he gave no en- 
couragement to the suggestion of_ 
‘alling in the League. He declared 
that Great Britain still hoped to 
maintain the condominium in. the 
Sudan, but it was obliged, after the 
past experiences, to “take those pow- 
ers which are necessary, and with- 
out which we cannot discharge our. 
duties tor which we are liable.” 

Question of Water Supply 

(jreat Britain had no desire to in- 
terfere with Egyptian independence 
but required that the Cairo Govern- 
ment should co-operate and not op- 
pose. 4 

Regarding the question of the 
water supply, he repudiated in the 
strongest terms the allegation that 
the idea “to starve. Egypt 
mission by thirst” had ever been en- 
tertained and in proof of this he 


acdumberated a joint inquiry with 


evpt under a neutral chairman to_ 


settle the distribution of irrigation 
supplies. 

In the matter of Russia, he de- 
elared that the Soviet treaties were 
dead before the present Government 
came in, addine that the time was not 
yet opportune to reopen the question. 
‘ In the debate which followed, 
Ramsay MacDonald, leader. of the 
Opposition, defended the _ position 
taken up by the Labcr Party, though 
he went no further in regard to the 
Zinovieff letter than to express him- 
self, that regarding its authenticity, 
it was still unproven. 

Herbert Fisher on 
Liberals, on the other hand. fully 
indorsed the Government's Russian 
policy, though he thought the League 
might have been asked to join In 
en arbitration in connection with the 
Sudan.

group, headed by Frank O. Lowden, 
formerly Governor of Illinois. The 
structure to be erected here would 
be known as the American Agricul- 
tural Society Building. 

According to announced plans, the 
building would be the national cen- 
ter of farm activities in America, 
such aS Was urged in recent resolu- 
tions adopted by delegates to the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
convention. Associated with Mr. 
Lowden are William Wrigley Jr.. 
Robert M. Stewart, Lawrence Whit- 
ing and others 

Financing of the project is assured, 
according to Mr. Whiting, whose 
company financed the American Fur- 
niture Mart Building recently com- 
pleted here. 

The building would front on Michi- 
gan Boulevard at the juncture with 
the Chicago River. With docks for 
passenger and freight boats and. 
warehouse facilities, and would in- 
clude a suburban train station.

WASHINGTON RATIFIES 
NEW. LIQUOR TREATIES 


Npecial from Monitor Bureau 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16-—-Ratifica- 
tion by the Senate of four more 
liquor treaties with foreign nations 
indicates the progress being made in 
stamping out the traffic, said Wayne 
Bb. Wheeler, general counsel for the 
Anti-Saloon League, today. 

“Great Britain, Italy, Germany, 
Sweden, France, Denmark, Holland, 
Panama and Canada have joined witiu 
the United States in treaties on this 
subject. The Canada treaty is not 
smugeler proof. My recent visit to 
Canada showed me that people may 
withdraw large quantities of liquor 
for shipment to the United States or 
afiv other foreign ports. Some of 
this liquor never leaves Canadian 
jurisdiction, but is smuggled back to 
supply the Canadian bootleg trade. 
Both the American bootlegger and 
his Canadian brother make false 
shipments and pay the slight tax due 
when they fail to show that the liq- 
uor ever reached its nominal destina- 
tion.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 — Naval 
building by the nations of the world 
on a competitive basis promises little 
hope for the future in the opinion of 
President Coolidge. 

With respect to the American Navy, 
the Administration viewpoint was 
again.defined today as looking toward

the country without respect to steps 
taken by other nations. 

Against Any Inquiry 

These views as expressed at 
White House were supplemented by 
the statement that the President re- 
gards unnecessary any coneres- 
sional inquiry into the state of the 
Nation's navy. 

Simultaneous with the statement of 
the President’s view the Senate 
Naval Committee postponed action 
on the resolution of William H. King 
(D.), Senator from Utah, for an in- 
iuto the status of the navy.

Furthermore, he feels that 
naval genera! staff and the Secretary 
of the Navy continually are at work 
examining the condition of the naval 
establishment and their findings are

Although the question of gun 
elevation on capital ships has again 
come to the fore through considera- 
tion of pending § tegislation, Mr. 
Coolidge does not regard that as an 
important factor in the present dis- 
cussion of the national defense. He 
has not examined the proposal thor- 
oughly but inasmuch as five of the 18 
capital ships are deemed to. need no 
elevation of guns and five others are 
declared by naval officials to be com- 
parable in gun range with the major 
elements of other navies, the matter 
of elevating the guns of the eight re- 
maining hardly could be considered 
as of prime importance. 

Declines to Compure 

The President’s views were brought 
forth by an inquiry at the White 
House for a statement as to the com- 
parison of the American navy with 
those of foreign countries. Mr.Cool- 
idge does not want to proceed on the 
theory of a continual comparison of 
world navies. Such a method of naval 
building would leave slight hope of 
a reduction in armaments and there- 
fore the only economical and at the 
same time safe vardstick with which 
to measure the American navy would 
he that of its adequateness to defend 
the country’s coasts. 

An address made Hale of 
the Senate naval committee last 
summer in the Senate provides in 
the President's opinion a complete 
statement as to the state of the 
American navy. This since has been 
supplemented by the study of naval! 
needs, made by the Budget Bureau, 
hy the President himself in his con- 
sideration of budget estimates, and 
bv the House Naval Committee in its 
consideration of the pending naval 
bill.

While there are numerous workers, 
both men and women, in hand- 
wrought iron, Mrs. Held is the first 
womah, and so far as the writer 
knows the only woman, to be doing 
original work in this craft.

Old Processes on Modern Objects 

The craft of batiking is not gener- 
ally understood, and before visiting 
workshop where her native 
women fill in with freehand wax- 
drawings the outlined pattern, one 
is invited to inspect the sample 
sheets on which the process is de- 
picted step by step. First the fabric 
is dipped in amber dye, so that even- 
tually a mellowed itvory shows in 
place of glaring whit®. Then witha 
hollow needle running from a tiny 
copper how! of heated wax the full 
design is traced by hand on both 
sides of the material, which is dipped 
and dried, 19, 20, 30 times in vege- 
tahle dve whose color has been 
chosen for the background. No ani- 
line dyes are used and none but 
genuine batik shades, mellow and 
tender as an old ojl painting. The 
then is covered up in 
wax, through which no later dve can 
penetrate, and bit by bit the design 
is released to different processes of 
dyeing, covered up again at once 
in wax to allow other sections of the 
pattern to be gently freed of wax 
with a sharp, slender knife, and to 
submit in turn to coloring, until after 
the final dipping, scraping und wash- 
ing, something of Java's purest hopes 
and noblest history lives and tre- 
jolees in te hollow of one’s hand. 
Ampng the genuine reproductions 
native work are surones (the 
straight, wide strip worn as a skirt 
by both the men and women); slen- 
dangs (the scarves worn by women 
or used to carry all 
loads, from vegetables to 
babies), and headcloths worn by men 
in nattiest of turbans...

The first settlement had been made 
in 1844 by Antoine Janis, who was 
the first white man to build a per- 
manent home north of the Arkansas 
kiver in Colorado. This old log 
house still stands one mile west of 
When the Mormons 
passed in 1847 they met French trap- 
pers in the valley. These trappers 
intermarried with the Arapahoe and 
Cheyenne Indians but made no per- 
manent homes. 

In 1861 Laporte was the county 
seat of Laramie County and it was 
in this year that it contended for

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EDITORIALS 


The extremely moderate reply of the Soviet 
, Government to the announcement by Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain that the 
British Government did 
not intend to ratify the 
Anglo- Russian’ treaty 
drafted by the Labor 
Ministry shows how 
much lower is the credit 
of the Bolsheviki than it 
‘ was. A year or two ago 
such an announcement would have been greeted 
by a torrent of expostulation and protest ad- 
dressed to the workers of the world. Today 
there is so much discontent inside Russia with 
the failure of the Government to give prosperily 
to any class, and so much realization outside 
Russia of the defects and evils of the Soviet 
régime, that the attitude of the high hand is no 
longer of avail. 

But that in itself does not solve the problem 
of Russia, which is certainly among the most 
difficult ones confronting the Western world. 
The real nature of that problem is usually over- 
looked. People talk a great deal about the 
economic fallacies of the rulers of Russia, but 
the principal menace of Russia is not Com- 
munism, but the system of political autocracy 
which Lenine created and imposed on Russia. 

Never in history has there been so complete 
a political despotism as that which exists in 
Russia today. The ruling class is not a monarch 
and a coterie of feudal lords. It is an aggressive 
party professing political convictions with the 
intensity usually associated with a religious 
rather than a political creed. This party, which 
is continually receiving fresh voung recruits 
carefully taught the tenets of the Communist 
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religion, holds absolute and supreme power in — 


the State. We may discount a great many of 
the stories of atrocity which circulate in the 
West as being the propaganda of the ‘‘White”’ 
emigrés. But the fundamental fact of the abso- 
lute despotism of the Communist Party is un- 
disputed. 

The basis of this absolutism is the peculiar 
indirect system of election employed by the 
Bolsheviki, which gives the Soviet leader com- 
plete contro] of the whole political machine. In 
addition, the central party executive controls 
not only the ordinary administrative serviccs, 
but the judiciary, the railways, the major in- 
dustries and all foreign trade. The Government 
also owns and controls every single newspaper, 
the radio, and the telegraph, and it forbids the 
entry both of individuals and literature and 
newspapers from abroad, except under the most 
careful inspection. The public expression of 
political opposition is ruthlessly repressed by 
banishment, exile, or execution for counter- 
revolutionary plotting, and the Soviet army, 
1,000,000 strong, is the largest in the world. 

Never before, neither under the Tsar, nor Bis- 
marck, nor Napoleon, have the commonplaces 
of political freedom been so completely re- 
pressed, or the agencies for creating political 
opinion favorable to the Government been so 
highly organized. Soviet Russia probablv does 
not constitute any very formidable menace to 
the rest of the world at the moment. The futill- 
ties of its economic policy still keep it weak. It 
is what it may become if it is not wisely dealt 
with by the West in the next few vears that mat- 
ters. It only took forty years for the ruthless 
Bismarckian system of autocracy and education 
to change the former gentle German, with 
whom the world was familiar before 1870, into 
the obedient disciplined tool of militarism which 
challenged the world to battle in 1914. How 
long will it take for the even more autocratic 
and militarist mentality of the Bolsheviki to turn 
the 130,000,000 docile, simple Russian peasants 
into a similar militaristic engine for the suppres- 
sion of human freedom, unless the rest of the 
world awakes in time? 

The menace can be peacefully removed if the 
civilized peoples realize the nature of the situa- 
tion which confronts them. The Russian 
problem cannot be solved by the sword, nor can 
it be solved by being ignored. Fundamentally it 
is a case of healing Russia of the illusions which 
have placed it in such aggressive antagonism 
to Western civilization. The greatest single con- 
tribution which the West can give will be to heal 
its own industrial system of the evils which 
make for economic unrest, for then and then 
only will it be able to go to Russia with 
authority, and convince its people that only by 
taking the control of their Government into 
their own hands can they escape the disaster 
which overtook Germany in the Great War, and 
make their way to the freedom and prosperity 
which they desire. 
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There is hopeful and no doubt reasonable 
expectation that, out of the deliberations of 
the national conference 
on street and highway 
safety, held in Washing- 
ton during the first two 
davs of the present week 
in response to a Call 
issued by Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover, there 
may come practical and 
workable recommendations which may aid in 
solving a problem faced by every community, 
large or small, in the United States. There 
have been previous conferences of this kind, but 
it seems that little has heretofore been accom- 
plished beyond emphasizing, by an alarming 
showing of the steady increase in the number 
of preventable disasters on the highways, the 
need of stricter regulatory measures and their 
enforcement, and the necessity of the exercise 
of greater care on the part of motorcar and 
motortruck drivers and of pedestrians. 

Perhaps it was necessary, as a preliminary 
to the discussion of methods which will lessen 
the number of these disasters, again to empha- 
size the need by assembling and presenting this 
array of statistics. But it is not by this means 
that the remedy is to be found. The great need 
is for the formulation of some really construc- 
tive plan of traffic regulation which can be 
impartially and arbitrarily enforced. It has 
been shown by recent surveys that many of 
those who use the highways will, unless re- 
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strained by the fear of arrest and punishment, 
violate every reasonable traffic regulation, 
thereby voluntarily assuming for themselves 
and those accompanying them the risk entailed, 
while subjecting others along the way to haz- 
ards against which they are unable to protect 
themselves. Secretary Hoover expressed the 
conviction that the vast majority of motorists 
are conscientious, careful and competent. 
Probably his estimate is correct, but the fact 
remains that the minority constitutes a terri- 
ble menace which must be dealt with. There 
are laws and regulations enough now, if they 
were observed, to safeguard both the motorists 
and pedestrians. 

How are these reasonable regulatory meas- 
ures to be enforced? That is the question which 
this or some future conference must determine. 
First of all, it would seem, there must be im- 
pressed the understanding that every violator 
of traffic regulations, if culpability is shown, 
will be punished. There have been too many 
“friends at court” who have connived to make 
possible the escape of the guilty. Too many 
have been able, through recourse to the law’s 
delays, to prevent the assessment and collec- 
tion of personal injury claims and the liqui- 
dation of property losses. 

It is the irresponsible driver, aided and abet- 
ted by the careless or irresponsible pedestrian, 
who causes most of the trouble. Secretary 
Hoover quite correctly observes that the auto- 
mobile is the “greatest development of twenty 
years, both economically and socially.”” He as 
wisely insists that if we wish for its fullest de- 
velopment we must reduCe its terrors. It would 
be unfair, perhaps, to impose upon the cautious 
and conscientious users of the streets and high- 
ways the penalty of enforced speed regulation 
proposed by those who suggest making the 
roads uneven enough to preclude comfortable 
travel at a rate of more than thirty miles an 
hour, or the enactment of a law compelling the 
gearing of machines so that a greater speed 


' could not be attained. The innocent should not 


| be made to suffer for the offenses of the guilty. 


It is hoped that the present or some future 
deliberative body will evolve a method by which 
those who offend may be penalized, while those 
who appreciate and make proper use of the 
facilities provided may continue to enjoy them. 
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Even to the casual observer it has been made 
plain that there is a determination, inspired 
by those in high official 
circles of the United 
States Government, to 
stamp out the _ illicit 
traffic in alcoholic bev- 
erages. What that 
Transgressor|} means, none know bet- 

= ter than the violators of 
the law who have flat- 
tered themselves that they could continue to 
laugh at those who have threatened them with 
punishment. Many of the offenders against 
the law are men who, before prohibition, were 
engaged in the legalized manufacture and sale 
of whisky and beer. Even though they often 
succeeded in. those days in evading the inhi- 
bitions laid down in city ordinances and state 
laws, they entertained a wholesome regard for 
federal revenue regulations. A few proved, 
for the benefit of the many, that it was futile 
to attempt to defeat the Government or to vio- 
late established federal] regulations. 

So ‘strongly was this realized that it was

the campaign of nullification, begun by a few 
irresponsible bootleggers, could continue. 

But the unexpected happened. Encouraged 
either by the sympathy or by the indifference 
of those whose duty it was to apprehend and 
punish them, they soon were able to snap their 
fingers at decent people and to laugh at the 
law. They have held high carnival. They 
have debauched government agents, bribed ju- 
ries and prosecutors, and many walked out of 


| court even when their guilt was proved beyond 


| a doubt. 


Those who have observed this spec- 


| tacle, repeated time and again, have marveled 
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that such things could be. They have believed 
that an end must come to such practices, and 
now, after many long months, it seems that the 
hour has struck. 

Public sentiment in the United States, en- 
couraged and reinforced by the calm announce- 
ment by President Coolidge that the law will 
be enforced, has for weeks been gradually 
forming in support of the campaign which is 
now well under way. From many states there 
come gratifying reports of activity, supported 


or initiated by grand juries and civic organiza- 


| tions, aimed at the uncovering of conspiracies 


which have made possible the almost uninter- 


rupted violation of the prohibition law. This

is encouraging because there is 
of governmental authority assured, and with 
the backing of a determined public sentiment, 
that measure of enforcement which was once 
promised will be realized. 

There is no mistaking the sentiment of the 
people of the United States toward prohibition. 
Millions of those who once were indifferent or 
were even inclined to oppose what they had 
been led to believe were sumptuary laws, have 
learned, by observation and experience, the 
great economic possibilities of a nation which 
has rid itself of the curse of strong drink. 
Americans are not the only ones who have 
gained this realization. The United States has 
set a high standard for itself and for every 


civilized nation of the world, and the benefits 
which have already accrued are too great to 
make possible a return to the saloon. 

There are signs which indicate that there is 
to be a new rallying to arms by those who will 
cheerfully and courageously answer to the call 
of duty. American citizens will not stand su- 
pinely by and be told that their sacred insti- 
tutions can be seriously imperiled by an awk- 
ward squad of bootleggers and bottle carriers. 
These find no place among the marchers who 
follow the path of progress. They are merely 
the discredited guerrillas, or bushwhackers, 
despised by those who carry their campaigns 
into the open.

As a matter of fact, that is not what the pub- 
lic wants. Highly deleterious narcotic drugs 
are not what men want, but the unhappy in- 
dividual who has been lured into taking them 
soon becomes their slave and thinks he is 
supplying his own wants when he is but minis- 
tering to his own vice. In the same way a 
theatrical public can be educated to the point 
of demanding the indecent, the salacious and 
the obscene, so that those who minister to its 


tastes are ever forced to more extreme endeav- 


ors to satisfy the vice they have themselves

And that 
Christmas trees do give joy to children, there is no deny- 
ing, despite all allegations to the contrary. 

Moreover, it is only fair to give consideration to the 
fact that a judicious thinning of these trees is absolutely 
necessary to their proper development. Not every Christ- 
mas tree by any means represents a loss of so much tim- 
ber to the Nation. 

Granting, however, that a few mountain slopes are 
denuded in certain sections of America; has it ever been 
computed how many hearts have been gladdened there- 
by? There are two sides to every question, and in this 
instance it is proper to consider the children’s point of 
view as well ae that of the so-called conservationists, 
especially when the children’s point of view has the fore 
esters behind it SUBSCRIBER.
